Important to Newspaper* — Their Free Ex- 
change List in Danger— A Stamp Tax Recom-

The following article is from tho Washing- 
ton correspondent of tho New York World: 

TAXING THE NEWSPAPERS. 

"The abolition of tho franking privilege 
carries with it the right of newspapers to ex- 
change without tho payment of postage, an 
importout item in the newspaper business. 
It will amount to a serious tax on papers with 
large exchange lists. I find a strong feeling 
here in favor of taxing newspaper proprietors 
a quarter or half a cunt for each sheet they 
print. It would produce an enormous in- 
come to the Government, and it is urged 
would be a public benefit in raising tho price 
of the journals, and concentrating tho busi- 
ness in the interest of tho really able and 
worthy large city newspapers. Fewer papers 
and better ones would be tho result. It is 
doubted, however, whether the members care 
to face the clamor this tax would create 
among the journals in tho rural districts."

But if, like Com- 
modore Wilkes, you persist in being judges 
in your own cause, and in refusing reparation 
or arbitration, depend on it, we immediately 
break the blockade, which Louis Napoleon pro- 
posed to us to do in connection with France 
long ago, and recognize the South. "

to England to break the blockade some time 

ago! 



Printers and Printing. — Many who con- 
descend to illuminate the dark world with the 
fire of their genius, through the columns of a 
newspaper, littlo think of the lot of the print- 
er, who sits up till midnight to correct their 
false grammer, bad orthography, and worse 
punctuation. I have seen the urguments of 
lawyers in high repute as scholars, sent to the 
printer in their own handwriting — many 
words, especially technical and foreign terms, 
abbreviated, words misspelled, and a few or 
no points, and those few, if there wcro any, 
certainly out of place. I have seen the ser- 
mons of eminent "divines" sent to press with- 
out points or capitals to designate the devU- 
ion of tho sentences ; also, the letters of the 
political and scientific correspondents. Sup- 
pose all these had been so printed, the printer 
would havo been treated with scorn and con- 
tempt. Nobody would have believed that 
such gross and palpable faults were owing to 
the ignorance or carelessness of the author! 
And no one but the practical printer knows 
how many hours a compositor and after him 
a good proof-reader, is compelled to spend in 
reducing to readblc condition manuscript that 
often the writers themselves would be puzzled 
to road. — A Proof-Rcader. 



can, under our Constitution, reclaim all pri 
vate property confiscated for treason ; and 
when the Constitution and the laws aro re 
stored, the Government will have it all to re 
turn, or persevere in a reckless and revolu I 
tionary act. 

As a matter of policy, this law has nothing ; 
to commend it. Its operation would fill all, 
humane minds with disgust at the savage 
spectacle. The calamity would fall on the 
wifo and helploss children, and reduce them 
to want and beggary for the guilt of the hus- 
band and father. If it were possible to be 
executed, it would render one section of the 
Union a scene of suffering and desolation. 

But how is it to be executed, or why? It 
can havo no effect to put down the rebellion ; 
for it cannot be executed in any State until 
the rebellion is put down. It can only bo a 
law of retribution and revenge. It will stand 
on the statute book a mere briltum f ulmen, 
which will exasperate those now in rebellion, 
and enlist sympathy for them, by its savage 
terms. Such a law never can and never will 
bo executed ; but it will be held up to the 
South to enlist all the energies of despair. 

Instead of any inducement to como bad 
to the Union, it would cut off all inducemen 
to lay down their arms, and render indepen 
dence a necessity. They could face no worse 
calamity out of the Union than in it. 

It may bo said that the law can. at least, be 
executed where tho forces of tbo Government 
have possession ; but in such localities what 
is the use of it? Not to put down rebellion; 
for in such cases the rebellion is powerless. 

The very proposition of such a law is an 
advertisement of weakness and desperation, 
not of strength and confidence. It is an 
empty threat that in the nature of things 
can't be put in execution. 

Let the Union armies defeat and overthrow 
tho rebels in arms, and proclaim the restora- 
tion of tbo Constitution and laws, and guar- 
antee tho protection of all constitutional and 
legal rights to the whole people, no matter 
how, in the hour of madness, they may have 
felt, and talked, and acted. 

Intolerance and vindictivencss never saved 
a Government, and will certainly never save 
this one. - 

We have had enough of that self-right- 
eousness which feels itself justified in ven- 
geance toward the sinner; and it had better 
stop now before it sows tho seods of disaffec- 
tion whoro none is now. 

Courage, magnanimity, and strict adher- 
ence to the Constitution, aro the strength and 
moral power of the Government. Measures 
dictated by passion and the spirit of revenge, 
only weaken its influence. 

No one need refer us to tho cxnmj la ofthese 
rebels. They confiscate proporty; they ban- 
ish their citizen? 

they need; and steal negroes amongst their otln"r 
crimes. They employ in war Indians and 
negroes. Such deeds are to be shunned, spurn 
ed, and despised. Jeff. Davis & Co. would 
sell themselves to Satailto accomplish thcii 
ambitious purposes.

Sir: I have submitted to the President the 
note which you loft with me, which was ad- 
dressed to you on the 18th of December last, 
by Count Bechberg, touching tho affair of the 
capture and detention of the British contract 
steamer Trent by Capt. Wilkes, of the San 
Jacinto. I send you a copy of the corres- 
pondence which has passed on that exciting 
subject between this Government and the 
Governments of Great Britain and Franco, 
and I have to request that you will transmit 
these papers to Count Bechberg. Tho Im- 
perial Government will learn from them two 
important facts, viz: 

First. That tho United States aro not only 
incapablo for a moment of seeking to disturb 
the peace of the world, but aro deliberately 
just and friendly in their intercourse with nil 
foreign nations ; and, 

Secondly, That they will not be unfaithful 
to their traditions or policy, as an advocate 
of the broadest liberality in tho application 
of tho principle of international luw to the 
conduct of maritime warfare. The United 
States, faithful to their sentiments, and while, 
nt the samo time, careful of their political 
Constitution, will sincerely rejoice if the oc- 
casion which has given rise tothiscorrespond- 
enco shall be improved so as to obtain a revi- 
sion of the law of nations, which will render 
more definite and certain the rights and ob- 
ligations of States in time of war. 

I shall esteem it a favor, sir, if you will 
charge yourself with the care of expressing 
thc«c sentiments to your Government, and 
will at tho same time assure Count Bechberg 
that the President appreciates very highly 
the frankness and cordiality which the Gov- 
ernment of Austria has practiced on an occa- 
sion of such great interest to tho welfare of 
the United States. 

I avail myself of the circumstances to offer 
to you, sir, renewed assurances of my very- 
high consideration.

Washington, Jan. 14. 

The change in the Cabinet was the exciting | 
topic last evening in all circles. At first lend- 
ing Bepublieans were inclined to tho opinion 
that Mr. Cameron's position on the slavery i 
question was in some way connected with his I 
resignation.

He is a live man, and will 
urge an activo and aggressive policy upon his 
colleagues in the Cabinet.

Extraordinary Frauds on tho Government — 
Cattle, Rifle, and Horse Contracts— Condition 
of the Treasury. 

Speech of Hon. Mr. Dawes, (Kopublican,) 
in the Hou.-c of Representatives, on Tuesday, 
tho 14th instant: 

Mr. Dawes, (Mass.,) from tho Committee of 
Investigation on Government Contracts, in 
rosuming his remarks, commenced on Friday 
last, said: Sir, I have not failed to notice, and 
I believe the committee of which 1 am a 
member have not tailed to notice, in common 
with the whole country, that for some unac- 
countable reason, the charges upon the Na- 
tional Treasury, at this timo of war, have 
been such as to reach nearly tho bottom of the 
public chest. During tho investigation start- 
ling facts have come before the notice of this 
committee, and to the notice of the whole 
country, touching the mode and manner of 
the expenditure of the public money. Somo of 
these items I propose to call public attention 
to, and then to ask gentlemen the plain ques- 
tion, when they propose to meet this question, 
if at all, and if so, how, when, nnd where t 
Tho very first contract entered into by this 
Government, after tho troops had left their 
homes to come here, in April last, to defend 
the Capitol, by which they were to be fed, 
was a contract entered into for cattle. It was 
not made with a man whose business it was 
to supply cattle to the market, not with a 
man who knew the price of beef in the 
markets of the country, but was entered 
into by tho Government here with a man 
well-known in this and in the other branch of 
Congress, for the last ten years, as an old sti- 
pendiary — one of the class of men who, in 
times past, made their money by such opera- 
tions as buying the co/lificatcs of members 
for books at a discount, and then charging the 
full amount. This contract was made so that 
tho first twenty-two hundred head of cattle 
furnished was charged at a rate which enabled 
their original contractor tosnb-let it, in twen- 
ty-four hours after, to a man in New York 
who did know the price of beef, so that he 
put into his pocket, without stirring from his 
chair, thirty-two thousand dollars, and the 
men who actually furnished the cattle in ques- 
tion, put into their pockets twenty-six thou- 
sand dollars more, so that the contract under 
which these twenty-two hundred head of cat- 
tle were furnished to the army was so made 
that the profit of fifty-eight thousand dollars 
were realized over the fair market price. It 
takes a longer time for a thousand head of 
cattle to reach this city from tho States where 
they aro purchased than it takes the army to 
consume them. 

I ask tho House, at this rate, to consider 
how long the most ample provisions of tho 
Treasury would be able to meet tho simple 
demands for tho subsistence of the army? 
Sir, poorly. as the army is shod to-day, a mil- 
lion of shoes have already been worn out, and 
a million more aro being manufactured, and 
vet upon every one of these shoes there has 
been a waste of seventy-five cents. Three 
quarters of a million of dollars have been 
already worn out, and another three quarters 
of a million of dollars upon shoes now being 
manufactured. In that department of the 
Government contracts have been so plenty 
that Government officials have gone about the 
streets with their pockets filled with them, 
and of which they made , presents to the 
clergymen of their parishes, and with which 
wore healed old political sores nnd cured polit- 
ical feuds. Even tho telegraph has announc- 
ed that high public functionaries have graced 
the love-feasts which were got up to celebrate 
those political reconciliations, thus brought 
about while the hatchet of political animosity 
was buried in the grave of political confidence, 
and the national credit crucified among male- 
factors. We have reported to us tho first 
fruits of theso contracts. A regiment of cav- 
alry lately reached Louisville, one thousand 1 
strong, and tho board of army officers there, | 
appointed for tho purpose, havo condemned j 
four hundred nnd oighty-tive out of the thou- , 
sand horses as utterly worthless. The man 
who examined these horses declared, upon hii | 
oath, that there was not one of them that was 
Worth twenty dollars; they were blind, spa- j 
vined, ring-boned, afflicted with the heaves, I 
with the glanders, and with every disease that [ 
horse-flcsn is heir to. These four hundred and 
eighty-five horses cost the Government, bo- 1 
fore they were mustered into tho service, fif- 
ty-eight thousand two hundred dollars, be- I 
aides more than an additional thousand dol- I 
lars to transport them from Pennsylvania to I 
Louisville, where they wero condemned and 
cast off. 

Mr. Mallory, (Ky.,) asked what regiment 
these horses belonged to, and who furnished 
them. 

Sir. Dawos. — They belonged to Col. "Wil- 
liams' regiment of cavalry, and they wero 
purchased in Pennsylvania, from which State 
they were forwarded to Louisville, where 
thoy were condemned. There aro eighty- 
three regimens of cavalry to-day, one thou- 
sand strong. It takes S-50, 000 to put one of 
these regiments on foot before it moves. $20,- 
000.000 havo thus been expended on these 
cavalry regiments before they left the en- 
campments where they were mustered into 
service, and hundreds and hundreds of these 
horsos havo been condemned and sent back to 
Llmira ahd to Annapolis and to this city to 
spend the winter. Any day hundreds of them 
can be seen round this city, chained to trese, 
whero they were left to starve to death. 
Gangs of two hundred horses, in various 
places, have been thus left to die and rot, till 
the Committee on the District of Columbia 
have called for a measure of legislation to pro- 
tect the cityfromthedangerto be apprehended 
from these horso Golgothas. An ex-Governor 
of one State offered to an ex-Judge of another 
State $5,000 to get him permission to raise one 
of these regiments of cavalry, and when the 
ex-Judge brought back the commission the 
ex-Governor takes it to his room at the hotel, 
while another plunderer sits at the keyhole 
watching like a mastiff while the inside counts 
up §10,000 profits on the horses, and calculates 
$20,000 more upon the accoutrements and on 
the other details of furnishing these regiments. 
In addition to the arms in the hands of the 
600,000 soldiers in tho field, there are numer- 
ous outstanding contracts, made with private 
individuals — not made upon advertisement, 
not mado with the knowledge of the public — 
but made by ex-members of Congress, who 
knew no more of the difference between one 
class of arms and another than a Mothodist 
minister. There aro outstanding contracts for 
the manufacture of Springfield muskets, tho 
first one of which can not be delivered in six 
months from this day. There i» a contract 
for the supply of one million and ninety thou- 
sand muskets, at twenty-eight dollars apiece, 
when the same quality of muskets aro manu- 
factured at Springfield for thirteen and a half 
apiece; and an|ex-member of Congress is now 
in Massachusetts, trying to get machinery 
nado by which he will beable to manufacture 
in some six months hence, at twenty-one dol- 
lars apiece, those rifled muskets manufactured 
to-day in that armory for thirteen dollars and 
a half. Providence, before six months, will 
dispose of this war, or He will dispose of us. 
Not one of those muskets thus contracted for 
will bo of the slightest service in this emer- 
gency, or before tho providence of God, 
whether for good or for evil, will dispose of it. 

I ask my friends from tho North and North- 
west how they expect to benefit by an armory 
at Chicago, at Rock Island, and at Quincy, 
when a million and ninety-two thousand mus- 
kets will, according to this contract, be thrown I 
upon the country, and that after the war is 
over, and at such an enormous price, in addi- ' 
tion to other outstanding contracts for the 
manufacture, sometime hence, of two hundred 
nnd seventy-two thousand Knfield rifles? Be- 
I ides, thero are sovonty-liva thousand five 



hundred and forty-three sets of harness to be 

delivered by and by, at the cost of one mil- ' 
lion nine hundred and seventy-eight thousand ! 
four hundred and forty-six dollars. I have ] 
not time to enumerate all these contracts. ' 
When we appropriated, at the last session of 
Congress, for this purpose, twenty millions 
of dollars, thirty-seven millions and some 
thousand dollars had been already pledged to | 
contractors — net for the purchase of arms for 
the men in the field, not to protect them in 
fighting their country's battles in this great 
emergency and peril, but forsom<s future use, 
for some future occasion, or to meet some 
present need of tho contractors, I don't know 
which at this moment. And not only the 
appropriation of last session hasbcen exhaust- 
ed, but seventeen millions put upon it. The 
riot of the 19th of April, in Baltimore opened 
this ball, on the 21st of April, in the city of 
Now York, there was organiKod a corps of 
plundorers of the Treasury. 

Two million of dollars were entrusted to a 
poor, unfortunate, honest, but entirely incom- 
petent editor of a paper in New York, to dis- 
pense it in the bestmannerhccould. Straight- 
way this gentleman began to purchase linen 
pantaloons, straw hats, London porter, dried 
herrings, and such like provisons for tho ar- 
my, tkil lie exponded in this way three bun- 
hundred and ninety thousand dollars of the 
money, and then ho got scared and quit. 
[Laughter.] There is an appropriation, also, 
for the supply of wood to the army. This 
contractor is pledged tho payment of seven j 
dollars a cord for all the wood delivered to tho 
different commands — wood collected after the 
labor of the soldiers themselves had cut down 
the trees to clear the ground for their batter- | 
ies, and then this contractor employs the army- 1 
wagons to draw it to the several camps, nnd j 
he has no further trouble than to draw his 
seven dollars for a cord, leaving the Govern- I 
tucnt to draw the wood. [Laughter.] It 
costs two millions of dollars every day to sup- 
port the army in the field. A hundred mil- 1 
iions of dollars have thus been expended . 
sinco we met here on the 22d day of Decern- ' 
ber, and all that time tho army has been in 
repose. 

What tho expenditure will increase to when 
that great day shall arrive when our eyes 
shall be gladdened with a sight of tho army 
in motion, I do not know. Another hundred 
millions will go with the hundreds more 1 
have enumerated. Another hundred millions 
may be added to these before the4th of March 
What it may cost to put down tho rebellion 
I care very little, provided, always, that ittv 
put down effectually. But. sir, faith without 
works is dead, and I am free to confess tha' 
my faith sometimes fails me — I mean m_\ 
faith in men, not my faith in the cause. 
When the history of the«e times shall be 
written, it will be a question upon whom th< 
guilt will rest most heavy — upon him who has 
conspired to destroy, or upon him who has 
proved incompetent to, preservo the institu- 
tions bequeathed to us by our fathers. It if 
no wonder that the public treasury tremhlet 
and staggers like a strong man with too greai 
a burden upon him. A strongman in an air 
exhausted receiver is not more helpless to-da\ 
than is the treasury of this Government be- 
neath tho exhausting process to which it is 
subjected. The mighty monarch of the for- 
est himself may hold at bay the fiercest and 
mightiest of his foes, while the vile cur com- 
ing up behind and opening his fangs gives 
him a fatal wound, and although ho may 
struggle on boldly and valiantly, the life- 
blood is silently trickling from his heart, and 
he is at last forced to loosen bis grasp, and he 
grows faint and falters and dies. The Treas- 
ury Notes issued in the face of theso im- ! 
mense outlays, without a revenue from cus- 
tom-houses, from land sales, from any source 
whatever, is beginning to pall in tho market. ' 
Already have they begun to sell at six per ( 
cent, discount at the table of the money | 
changers ; at the very time, too, that wo here 
exhibit the singular spectacle of fraud, and 
of a strugglo with the Committeo of Ways 
nnd Means itself, in nn endeavor to lift up j 
and sustain the Government of the country. 
Already the Sutler — that curse of the camp — 
It following the paymasters as tho shark fol- j 
lows the ship, buying up for four dollars every 
five dollars of the wages of the soldier paid i 
to them in Treasury Notes. I have no desire 
to hasten ths movement of the army, or to ■ 
criticise the conduct of its leaders, but in view 
of the stupendous drafts upon the Treasury, I 
must say that I long for the day of striking 
the blow which will bring this rebellion to an ' 
end. Sixty days longer of this state of things 
will bring about a result ono way or another. 
It is impossible that tho Treasury of the 
United States can meet, and continue to meet, 
this state of things sixty days longer, and an 
ignominious peace must be submitted to un- 
less wo see to it that tho credit of the country- 
be sustained, too, by the conviction that we 
will treat as traitors, not only thoso who aro 
bold and manly enough to meet us face to 
face in the field of strife, but all those who 
clandestinely and stealthily suck tho life-blood 
from us in the mighty struggle. Whatever 
measures may emanate from tho Committee 
on Ways and Means to meet an/l retrieve this 
state of things, they will but fall like a dead 
pall upon the public unless they give this as- 
surance that these extraordinary and extreme 
measures to resuscitate, revive, and replenish 
tho Treasury, are not mado to fill further and 
longer the already gorged pockets of tho pub- 
lic plunderers. How, then, are wo to con- 
tribute in this matter to revive, public confi- 
dence in our public men here, if it be not 
when theso appropriations come up that we 
probe them, that wo ascertain whether there 
bo anything in thorn that at this moment can 
be spared ? Our pressing duty now is to pro- 
test and save the Treasury from further 
wholesale or other system of plundering. In 
conclusion, he urged against paying for print- 
ing the Treasury Notes, on tho ground that 
the contract was improperly obtained. 

Free Negroes in Ohio. 

Tho following petition is being circulated 
in Ohio for signatures. In Jefferson town- 
ship, Franklin county, the county in which 
Columbus is situated, the petition received 
the signatures of 241 out of 2o4 voters : 
To the General Assembly of the Stair of Ohio : 

We, the undersigned voters of Franklin 
county, Ohio, in view of the intimation made 
by the President of tho United States, in his 
message, that by an act of Congress, and by 
laws of some of the States, to be hereafter en- 
acted, many of the negroes, held as slaves, 
may be set at liberty; and fearing that they 
may wander into Ohio, to the great damage 
of the white inhabitants of our State, and 
especially to thoso who have to,depend upon 
their labor to support themselves and fami- 
lies: 

Wo, therefore, respectfully ask your hon- 
orable body to enact a law so stringent in its 
provisions as totally to prohibit any negroes 
from emigrating into, settling, or holding 
property in Ohio. 

And, if not in conflict with the Constitu- 
tion, that you also cause those now in Ohio, 
to bo removed in as reasonable a timo as your 
judgment may suggest, and that you make it 
the duty of tho trustees of tho several town- 
ships to soo that said law be faithfully en- 
forced. 

Illinois. — A mistake has been discovered 
in the census returns, by which Illinois is to j 
have fourteen members of Congress, instead j 
of thirteen, which the law of the Legislature, : 
at its last session, gave it. A supplementary j 
act of Congress will be passed, giving her 
the other member. Illinois has now but nine | 
members. She will gain five members under 
the now apportionment, while Ohio will lose 
three. Ohio is reduced from twenty-one to i 
eighteen, while Illinois runs up from* nine to j 
fourteen. Our Western neighbor ia gaining 
on us rapidly.

Petty Despotism. 

We were in Wheeling ou Saturday week 
last, and purchased of A. Armstrong & Co. 
paper to the amount of twenty-seven dollars 
and fifty cents, he delivering it to us at the 
Monroe House in that city, from whence we 
were to receive it at our office by omnibus. 
Our readers may imagine our surprise when 
informed by Mr. Lewis that our paper was 
taken from the Monroe House, by a city 
scavenger, without warrant or authority of 
law, and deposited in the custom-house in 
Wheeling as contraband goods, by the order, 
as wo suppose, of Mr. Hornbrook, collector of 
that port. 

This act of villainy, if done by theso offi- 
cers, upon their own motion, raises not rn dig- 
nity above tho meanest petit larceny, for 
which tho whipping-post and cat-o-nine-tails 
are the proper corrective and rightful rem- 
edy. Forty-nine stripes, well laid on by the 
heavy hand of a "contraband," would teach 
the ruffians not to purloin the property of 
others; and wore he and his nccomplicee in a 
place where law and justice could bo admin- 
istered, wo would take pleasure in teaching 
him and them the full measure of their re- 
sponsibility to law and outraged rights. 

We would say to our readers that so long 
as these men are kept in office in tho city of 
AVheeling to seize the property of unoffend- 
ing citizens, and conceal it under the bolts and 
bars of the United States custom house, with- 
out any responsibility to the law, they had 
better bo careful what amount of property 
tbey purchase in that city. If people are to 
bo robbed of their property, and are without 
a remedy, it is full time they should know it 
and provide for the worst. 

We have been informed by tho collector, 
through Mr. Armstrong, that if we will prove 
by gooAloyal citizens that we publish a paper 
loyal to the Government, (that is , we suppose, 
loyal to Abolitionism,) we can have our paper. 
This we decline to do, with the most ineffable 
scorn and contempt for the base and lying in- 
sinuation of disloyalty, and pronounce the 
man a scoundrel and a liar who makes it. 
Through our whole lifo we have loved our 
Constitution and system of Government with 
a love and devotion that knew no bounds, and 
to-day we love it with no less ardor because 
of the ordeal to which tho storm of \bolition, 
revolution, and rebellion is subjecting it, and 
we have full confidence that it will come out 
of the contest with all its principlos fully pre- 
served and vindicated before an impartial 
world and before high heaven. 

That man who violates tho Constitution of 
his country commits a crime against the 
Union, as the Union rests alone on that Con- 
stitution, and should not talk of the disloyal- 
ty of others. That Constitution provides 
that no man shall be deprived of his property, 
except by due process of law, and the men 
who have violated this plain provision of the 
fundamental law, by seizing our property, 
have the brazen faced effrontery to talk to un- 
offending citizens of disloyalty. But if we 
felt no objection to the demand that is made 
upon us to prove our loyalty to the sat- 
isfaction of Mr. collector Hornbrook and 
his marshals, we are in doubt as to what 
kind of persons he would call loyal. We 
would have no difficutly, however, if we 
were on trial before a respectable court, to 
provo all that is demanded of us, by the most 
respectable men of the community in which 
we live; but to prove it to Mr. Hornbrook's 
satisfaction, wo would, most likely, have to 
present as a witness a negro or an Abolition- 
ist, and this we could not do, for the reason 
that we have fully sustained President Lin- 
coln in all his efforts to sustain tho Govern- 
ment as against the madness and folly of the 
Abolitionists in their attempts to make this 
an Abolition war. If this be a crime in the 
collector's eyes, let him mako the most of it. 
We aro an American citizen, and entitled to 
all the rights of an American citizen, and 
we intend to exercise them, despite tbo petty 
villainy and despotism of any man on earth, 
be he the collector of the port of Wheeling 
or not. 

We have been taught to believe that every 
citizen in this country was, and is, a sentinel 
on the watch-tower of liberty, and now when 
despotism and anarchy are struggling for the 
mastery in our country, are we to closo our 
eyes when danger appears? Are wo to be 
deaf amid the sounds of peril that fill the air? 
Arc we to bo dumb while a thousand duties 
impel us to raise the cry of alarm? No! let 
us catch the first and the lowest whisper that 
breathes a purpose of despotism or anarchy 
for the destrucfion of public liberty and the 
Constitution of the country, and let us cry 
aloud and spare not. And yet the Abolition 
party has bidden us to be silent, or if we speak, 
it must, be in tho low and cautious whisper of 
trembling slaves. And shall proud free-born 
Americans submit and surrender up the dear 
bought — blood bought — privileges and liberty 
to such dictation? Spirit of liberty, forbid 
it! Almighty God, forbid it! Let us rise to 
ono great effort, taking courage from the mag- 
nitude of the danger that surrounds us, and 
rescue our beloved country from the perils 
that surround us. 

P. S. Since the above has transpired, our 
paper has been delivered at our office. What 
new light has fallen upon the intelligent col- 
lector at Wheeling we have not learned.

Colonel) Early. As soon as you were recog- : 
nized by our soldiers your coming was greet- 
ed with enthusiastic cheers; regiment after 
regiment responded to the cry; the enemy 
heard the triumphant huzza; their attack 
slackened; they were in turn assailed by our 
forces, and within half an hour from that mo- 
ment commenced the retreat, which afterward ' 
became a confused and total rout. I am 
glad to see that war-stained banner gloaming 
over us at this festive board, but I hope never 
again to see it upon the field of battle." 

Making Territories of States. 

We have no disposition to undervalue the 
intellect of any set of men, but there arc cer- 
tain propositions being made in Congress al- 
most daily, which would go to show that men 
have got into both branches of our national 
Congress who are either as blind as bats, or 
enemies of our Government. 

We confino ourself in this notice to one 
particular subject, which appears to havequite 
a prominence in Congress, viz:. The conver- 
sion of the ceded States into Territories, as 
they are conquered, and govern them by Fed- 
eral appointments as our Territories out west 
are governed. 

Were it not from the fact, that we learn i 
that some men, who should know better than 
to make such an attempt, favored it, we 1 
j should consider the bill before Congress, look- j 
ing to that end, like a good many others be-] 
fore that Sanhedrim, merely introduced for 
pastime, and to give the members an oppor- 
tunity to make speeches to be published in the 
Globe at the public expense. 

After the years of open rebellion of the 
Republican party in Kansas, against what 
they called the tyranny of Washington ap- 
pointments, wo should scarcely have looked 
for them to propose such a measure, except on 
the principle, that what they denounce out of 
office tbey invariably practice when in office. 
And as it required nearly the whole army then 
to keep the peace in a Territory of a few thou- 
sand people, we should like to know what 
kind of an army they intend to keep in the 
field to keep quiet twelve or fifteen well set- 
tled States, after converting them into Ter- 
ritories? 

Do the men in nuthority suppose that the 
people of tho North nre willing to be taxed 
to support a standing army of three or four 
hundred thousand men for such a purpose? 
Tho whole thing is as chimerical as many 
other propositions wo see pressed upon the 
public mind by tho Harlans, Lovejoys, Lanes. 
Sumners, and Wilsons in Congress. We are 
utterly surprised to hear that any men of sup- 
posed sound sense on ordinary matters should 
be misled by such impracticable humbugs. 

Do these men not know there is no consti- 
tutional provision to force a Territory into 
tho Union as a State. You get them out and 
they may stay out! What then? A mon- 
archy with its Colonial governments? Is this 
the end you are driving at? Is this tho re- 
turn to give tho people for offering you the 
"last dollar and tho last man?" You are 
fast getting to tho bottom after tho dollar. 
That you will soon have; but the last man 
may not be so willing to be plucked from his 
constitutional position as a freeman, and con- 
verted into the slave of a tyrant, frowning 
from his gorgeous throne. All theso things 
should be thought of, calculated, conned over, 
and kept evor in view. We have heard of 
wild horses breaking loose, with the chains 
and single trees at their heels, running their 
beads plump against a stone wall and knock- 
ing their brains out. It is not wise for men 
to follow so foolish an example. 

Medary's Crisis. 



Beauregard's Account of the Bull Run Battle. 

The Virginia correspondent of the New 
Orleans Delta gives nn account of a select din- 
ner party to General Beauregard, at which he 
made the following remarks: 

'•On the 21st of July, at about 3J o'clock, 
perhaps 4, it seemed to me that the victory 
was already within our grasp. In fact, up to 
that moment, I had never wavered in the con- 
viction that triumph must crown our arms. 
Nor was my confidence shaken untik at the 
timo 1 have mentioned, I observed oanhe ex- 
treme left, at tho distance of something more 
than a mile, a column of men approaching. 
At their head was a flag which I could not 
distinguish. Even with tho aid of a strong 
glass I was unable to determine whether it 
was tho United States flag or the Confederate 
flag. At the>amo moment I receive 1 a dispatch 
from Capt. Alexander, in charge of tho signal 
station, warning me to look out for the left; 
that a large column was approaching from 
that direction, and that it was supposed to be 
General Patterson's command coming to rein- 
force McDowell. At this moment, I must 
confess, my heart failed me. I came, reluct- 
antly, to the conclusion that, after all our 
effort, we should at last be compelled to yield 
to the enemy the hard-fought and bloody- 
field. I again took the glass to examine the 
flag of the approaching column, but my anx- 
ious inquiry was unproductive of result — I 
could not tell to which army the waving ban- 
ner belonged. At this time all the members 
of my staff were absent, having been dis- 
patched with orders to various points. The 
only person with me was the gallant officer 
who has recently distinguished himself by a 
brilliant feat of arms — General, then Colonel 
Evans — to whom I communicated my doubts 
and fears. I told him I feared the approach- 
ing force was in reality, Patterson's division ; 
that if such was the case I should be compelled 
to fall back upon our own reserves, and post- 
pone till tho next day a continuation of tho en- 
gagement. After further reflection, 1 directed 
Colonel Evans to proceed to General Johnston, 
who had assumed the task of collecting a re- 
serve, and to inform him of tho circumstances 
of the case, and to requost him to havo the 
reserve collected with all dispatch, and hold 
them in readiness to support our retrograde 
movement. Colonel Evans started on the 
mission intrusted to him. He had proceeded 
but a short distance when it occurred to me to 
mako another examination of the still ap- 
proaching flag. It had now come within full 
view. A sudden gust of wind shook out its 



Ohio Legislature. 

In the House of Representatives of the 
Ohio Legislature, on the 13th inst., Mr.Dresel, 
of Franklin county, presented the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio, That the existing civil war 
should not be waged on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, in nny spirit of oppression, nor for 
any purpose of conquest or subjugation, nor 
for the purpose of overthrowing or interfer- 
ing with the rights of established institutions 
of the States ; but to defend and maintain the 
supremacy of the Constitution, and to pre- I 
serve the Union with all tho dignity, equali- ; 
ty, and rights of tho eevoral States unimpair- 
ed ; and as soon as these objects are accom- 
plished, the war ought to cease. 

Resolved, That in the adoption of the fore- 
going resolution by Congress with unprace- 
dented unanimity at its late session, a rule of 
action was prescribed to the Government 
from which it should not depart, and from 
which tbo Federal Legislature cannot dopart 
without an utter disregard of its plighted 
taith. Againstany such departure we solemn- 
ly protest. / 

Resolred, That the above resolution, being 
embodied in the State platforms of tho Dem- 
ocratic and Union parties, constitutes the 
grund upon which the whole body of loyal 
citizens of Ohio cordially and vigorously unite 
in tho support of the war and the Adminis- 
tration. 

Resolved, Thnt while we joyfully observe 
the spirit of moderation and conservatism 
pervading the last annual message of the 
President of the United States, we deprecate 
tho mad attempts now being mado by a cer- 
tain class of politicians in Congress to obtain 
control of the National Legislature and Ex- 
ecutive, for tbo purpose of effecting their 
scheme of negro emancipation as a military 
necessity. 

Resolved, That slavery is a State institu- 
tion, guaranteed as such by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of tho United States, and we 
cannot agree that the National Government 
shall undertake the emancipation of slaves 
against the will of slave-holding States, as 
a military necessity, oron any ground what- 
soever. 

Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing res- 
olutions be forwarded by the Governor of 
Ohio to the President of tho United States, 
and to our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to bo laid before the Senate and 
House of Representatives. 

Mr. Myers moved to lay the resolutions on 
the table. 

Mr. Converse suggested that tho motion 
include also to print. 

-Mr. Scott suggested reference to Committee 
on Federal Relations. 

The question being to lay the resolutions 
on the table, it was carried H 
— yeas 52, nays 37.

Washington-, Jan. 17. 

The Senate, after an executive session of 
three hours, confirmed Cameron as Minister 
to Russia— 24 to 1. 

Mr. Fessenden, from the Committee on Fi- 
nance, reported back the House joint resolu- 
tion declaratory of tho purpose of Congress 
to impose a tax bill ; which was passed — veas 
3°, nays (Mr. Powell) 1. 

House. — A resolution was reported, calling 
on the Secretary of War for the copy of con- 
tracts for the purchase of horses for Williams' 
cavalry, now in Kentucky. 

Tho House and Senate adjourned till Mon- 
day.

Hiram Barney, Collector cf New York, re- 
ceived a dispatch per tho Arabia, dated Lon- 
don, on January 4, as follows : 

The Sumpter has arrived at Cadiz, having 
burned three vessels.

Cuicaoo, Jan. 18. 

A special to the Times, 'luted "'- miles 
from Columbus, Kith, 9, P. M^says: "A 
heavy reconnoissance was made this after- 
noon by Gen. Grant and staff and Osborne's 
cavalry, resulting in getting reliable informa- 
tion of all routes leading out of Columbus 
toward Blandville and other towns. The dis- 
tance traveled was over forty miles, anj(.was 
made in six hours. No rebels were discover- 
ed, although at one time a portion of the force 
was within five miles of Columbus." 

A special to the Times, from Cairo, says 
four deserters from Columbus arrived last 
night. They report forty thousand troops at 
Columbus. 

Mr. Collins, of Boston, also arrived last 
night from New Orleans, which place he loft 
eight days ago. He escaped by representing 
himself as a bearer of dispatches from the 
Belgian Consul, but was detained two days at 
Columbus. lie snys the feeling at the South 
is getting more and more bitter every day. 
[Special to the Chicago Tribune] 

A gentleman from Columbus reports that 
a United States steamer fired into a French 
war steamer, which tried to run the blockade 
at New Orleans. Our steamer fired twelve 
shots at the French vessel. The affair created 
great excitement at Memphis andofherpoints. 

New York, Jan. 18. 

The Tribune has important news from 
Mexico. It appears that, so far from being 
upset by a new revolution, as reported, Juarez 
organized before the adjournment of Con- 
gress a new and stronger cabinet. Dubbo, 
Secretary of State, issued a proclamation soon 
after his appointment, closing the port of 
Vera Cruz, increasing the regular army to 
62,000, and calling on the States fur as many 
volunteers as tbey could furnish. It is be- 
lieved 150,000 troops will soon be in the field. 
When Congress adjourned, Juarez was invest- 
ed with the full dictatorial powers. The gov- 
ernment had levied two direct taxes, which 
tho people will cheerfully submit to. 

Fortress Monroe, Jan. 17. 

It is confidently asserted to-day that Gen. 
Wood has sent notice to Gen. Uuger, at Nor- 
folk, to remove the women and childrom from 
that citv.

between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions;

■' !.!!■• it enacted by the General Assnnblij of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and i 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- \ 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 2. That the Governor be, aud he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept | 
of the services of any volunteer companies who | 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned otiicajg, musicians, and privates, whose 
service uiajsft tendered and accepted under the 
provisions or this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
montWpay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

i 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the Slate forces in the 
field. 

$ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services ol fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no pus m shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

I) 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

$ 7. That the" commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

$ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment snail be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge Of the 
county court, who may be callid on for that 
purpose ; ami such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceediugs, shall certify to the Governor jhe names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

$ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section, of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, 1860 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, aud 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act.
